A TRAVELLER family says 
they are delighted to have 
won their four-year battle 
to stay on land in a village 
near Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council re¬ 
fused Jerry and Michelle 
Berry permission to live on 
land opposite Henlle Park 
Golf Club at Gobowen. 

They appealed, and this 
week a planning inspector 
ruled that they could stay - 
temporarily. Inspector Rich¬ 
ard McCoy said the family 
must move off the land after 
three years. 

Mr McCoy said the three- 
year permission will allow 
Shropshire Council to pro¬ 
vide an alternative site for 
the family and increase its 
supply of gipsy and traveller 
accommodation. 

Mr Berry said he and his 
family, who have lived on 
the site since 2010 without 
planning permission, were 
delighted. 

He said: “We are really 
happy that at last we have 
somewhere for the family to 
reside and we can get things 
moving and get the place 
looking like it should. 

“We want to get the place 
in good order and make it 
our family home. It has been 
difficult to get on with our 
lives and at last we have the 
decision we wanted. 

“There are conditions 
with it but we just wanted 
a place for us and the kids. 
We won’t expand it or have 
other families on there.”

Walkout by 
solicitors

SOLICITORS working at a magistrates 
court in Mid Wales will walk out next week 
in a row against a £215m cut in the legal 
aid budget, fee cuts of up to 30 per cent and 
privatisation. 

Defence solicitors at Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court will not appear next Tuesday 
- the main day for hearings at the court - as 
part of a national two-day walkout at the 
end of the month to coincide with a strike 
by probation workers. 

Paul Inns, of Hanratty & Co Solicitors in 
Newtown, said he will take part in the ac¬ 
tion by not working at the court next Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday. 

He also accused the government of “de¬ 
meaning the criminal justice system.” 

He added: “Asking solicitors in Mid 
Wales to be in a position to cover police 
stations and units in Pembrokeshire while 
cutting out fees by a further 17.5 per cent 
demonstrates the utter nonsense of their 
proposals. 

“In effect it will be almost impossible for 
solicitors to provide criminal defence ser¬ 
vices to the public. 

“Enough is enough and we will be joining 
our colleagues from probation in taking ac¬ 
tion next Monday and Tuesday.”

An evening session of the inquiry will 
be held in Welshpool Town Hall on April 3 
and the Montgomery Against Pylons cam¬ 
paign group is urging people to go along.

During the continuing inquiry in Welsh¬ 
pool yesterday, Mr Poulter questioned 
whether the high voltage pylons were re¬ 
ally neccessary to carry the power from 
a substation planned at Cefn Coch, to 
the national grid line at Lower Frankton 
near Ellesmere. Mr Wilkinson, said: “Mr 
Poulter was of the view that it may be pos¬ 
sible to carry the electricity on ordinary, 
double wood poles.” 

Concerned 

“We are urging ordinary members of the 
public, whether they are concerned about 
the wind farms generally, the traffic the 
construction will generate, or the proposed 
link from Cefn Coch into the National Grid 
to attend the evening session at Welshpool 
Town Hall on April 3 from 6pm-9pm.” 

Last week the planning inquiry heard 
that the abnormal load lorries would travel 
from Ellesmere Port to wind farms in Mid 
Wales every day for three to five years. 

Dyfed-Powys and West Mercia officers 
would work on rest days to provide an es¬ 
cort along the route which would go down 
the A483 past Oswestry, through the mid¬ 
dle of Pant and Llanymynech, Welshpool, 
Newtown and onwards to one of the five 
planned wind farms.

Teachers' action affects 
hundreds of children

HUNDREDS of children missed a day’s education after staff at some 
schools in the Oswestry and Welsh border areas took industrial ac¬ 
tion yesterday. 

Worst affected by the strikes were families in Pant after Bryn Offa Primary 
School, which has more than 130 pupils, had to close completely. 

The area’s Shropshire Councillor Arthur Walpole said he sympathised with parents who 
may have had to lose a day’s pay to take care of their children but said he also understood 
the teachers’ frustrations over their dispute overpay, pensions and conditions. 

He said: It is a difficult situation and the 
fact is parents don’t have any choice in this 
matter and they are left with having to find 
a way to cope with it. 

“It is really in the hands of the staff who 
are members of the unions and it really 
puts the schools at a disadvantageous po¬ 
sition. 

“These are difficult financial times and 
you can understand people may feel more 
strongly about taking industrial action over 
their pay and conditions. 

“The strike and the loss of a day’s edu¬ 
cation is an unfortunate consequence of all 
of this.” 

Woodside Primary School in Oswestry 
was partially affected with pupils whose 
teacher was taken in part in the strike 
asked not to attend school. 

Weston Rhyn Primary School was also 
partially affected by the industrial action 
with three of the seven classes not in. 

Industrial action was also taken by staff 
at some secondary schools. 

Llanfyllin High School was partially open 
with classes running for pupils in year 10, 
11, 12 and 13. 

Powys county councillor and governor at 
Llanfyllin High School Peter Lewis said the 
decision by some teachers to strike would 
have been taken with “great reluctance”. 

He said: “I feel very sorry for parents 
who may have had to alter their work com¬ 
mitments to look after their children be¬ 
cause of the industrial action. 

“The staff at the school would have taken 
the decision to strike very reluctantly.” 

Nationally, tens of thousands of teach¬ 
ers walked out in a bitter row over pay and 
conditions in defiance of the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s plea for them to call off the industrial 
action. 

Union leaders describe the national 
walkout as a “last resort” as NUT members 
joined picket lines across the country. 

The strike caused frustration for many 
parents across Shropshire and the rest of 
the country. 


Plan for 32 new 
homes would 
be detrimental 
to west Felton 


MORE than 20 objections have been lodged 
against plans to build homes in a village, 
with some opponents claiming the plans 
will “destroy” the rural community. 

And parish councillors in West Felton 
have also voiced their concerns about the 
plans which could see up to 32 homes being 
built in the village. 

The plans for the homes have been 
lodged for land between Twyford Lane and 
Holyhead Road in the village by applicants 
Mr TA Humphreys and Mr G Davies. 

Papers lodged on behalf of the applicants 
say although the plans are a departure 
from development plans, they are sustain¬ 
able and fit the National Planning Policy 
Framework which sets a presumption in 
favour of sustainable development. 

They say the plans will also help to ad¬ 
dress the shortfall in housing land supply 
in Shropshire while bringing up to £800,000 
to the area through community infrastruc¬ 
ture levies, affordable homes contributions 
and from the New Homes Bonus. 

And the plans will also provide funding 
for improvements to the village school,. 

However, many residents have objected 
to the outline plans. 

Villager Ian Nicholas says in his objec¬ 
tion: “If this proposal was to go ahead it 
would be detrimental to the village. 

“This would lead to an increase in traf¬ 
fic, pollution and an increase in children 
attending an already overflowing school.”

Former brickworks is 
given new lease of life 


A former brickworks on the outskirts of 
Welshpool is enjoying a new lease of life 
thanks to investment by the owners who are 
on a mission to attract new businesses to set 
up there. 

The Buttington Brickworks, owned by Border 
Hardcore Ltd has recently handed over the keys to 
a new 16,000 square feet storage facility on the site, 
which it has built for expanding logistics business 
Speed Welshpool, who hope to create 20 jobs in the 


next year. 

The modern warehouse 
facility doubles the size of 
the warehousing that Speed 
Welshpool and haulage com¬ 
pany Jack Trans lease from 
Border Hardcore. 

The Hilditch family, 
which owns Border Hard¬ 
core, hopes the £200,000 
unit will be the first of an 
ongoing expansion pro¬ 
gramme to bring new jobs to 
the seven acre former brick¬ 
works site, which closed in 
1990. 

The company believes 
the brown field, which is 
well screened and has good 
transport links, is ideally 
suited to general industry, 
storage and distribution and 
energy production enter¬ 
prises, subject to planning 
consent. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies paid a visit to 
the site to see the new unit 
and welcomed the plans to 
redevelop the former brick¬ 
works and quarry site. 

“The company has pro¬ 
vided a great boost to the 
economy of Mid Wales by 
building the new unit for 
a successful local company 
and opening up their site 
for similar development in 
the future,” he said. 

“It’s a site with huge po¬ 
tential and I hope Powys 
County Council will sup¬ 
port the company’s plans in 
whatever way it can.” 

The site is part of 60 acres 
owned by Border Hardcore, 
which supplies stone for

local contractors and farm¬ 
ers for building foundations 
and roads. 

At the core of the land is 
a large quarry void, from 
which around 90,000 tonnes 
a year of high quality clay 
shale was supplied to the 
brick making industry until 
the slump in the housing 
market caused by the reces¬ 
sion. Quarrying has since 
been scaled back and the 
owners now hope to develop 
the quarry for an alterna¬ 
tive industrial use. 

“The site is ideal for 
schemes related to en¬ 
ergy generation due to the 
presence of an electricity 
substation on the site that 
powered the brickworks,” 
said Richard Hilditch, Bor¬ 
der Hardcore’s business 
manager. “This provides the 
key access point to the grid.” 

His father, Michael, to¬ 
gether with David and Tim 
Hilditch, are directors of 
the long establish local busi¬ 
ness, which was formed in 
1964 in Middletown and has 
evolved and diversified to 
meet changing market con¬ 
ditions over the years. 

“The new storage facility 
built for Speed Welshpool is 
the first phase of the rede¬ 
velopment of the site, which 
we hope will attract many 
local jobs over the next five 
years,” said David Hilditch.

Top award for hospital's research team 


RESEARCHERS at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital have won a national 
award for their work. 

They were named best clinical re¬ 
search team for the large study they 
undertook into the healing therapy of 
patients undergoing primary hip and 
knee replacements. 

The international award was made 
earlier this month in Manchester 
at the 2014 Journal of Wound Care 
(JWC) awards. 

The research team led by ortho¬ 
paedic surgeon Mr Sudheer Karlakki, 
chief investigator, comprised consult¬ 


ant colleagues Mr Niall Graham and 
Mr Robin Banerjee with researchers, 
Dr Catherine Whittall and Mrs Julia 
Kennedy, plus wound care nurse 
Mary Offland and two registrars Mr 
Abdulkader Hamad and Mr Srinivasa 
Budithi. 

Their study called “Evaluation of 
a post-operative wound management 
protocol using negative pressure 
wound therapy in primary arthro¬ 
plasty (hip and knee replacement) 
patients” came first for best clinical 
research team category in the Journal 
of Wound Care Awards. 


There were award submissions from 
more than 10 different countries for 
the 10 categories. 

The Gobowen-based hospital was 
shortlisted with two others; one from 
a plastic surgery University team in 
Seoul, Korea and the other from the 
University Hospital of South Man¬ 
chester. 

Mr Karlakki, who recently published 
on this subject, said: “Complications 
following hip and knee replacements 
are not entirely avoidable, but can be 
improved significantly with good sur¬ 
gical practice.”

Traders' 
grants 
coming 
to an end 

A scheme which has giv¬ 
en more than £50,000 in 
grants to help shopkeepers 
in Oswestry is coming to 
an end. 

Oswestry’s mayor said 
he was disappointed that 
Shropshire Council fund¬ 
ing for the retail grants, 
through the joint economic 
committee, was finishing. 

He spoke out after hand¬ 
ing over a cheque for £2,500 
to The Project Group, 
which has premises in Cross 
Street, in the town centre. 

The Project Group, which 
produces public and private 
art commissions and also 
has a range of art and craft 
items which is sells, helps 
people with mental health 
issues. 

It also runs workshops for 
and run by its clients. 

Jacqueline Cooley from 
The Project Group said the 
money would be used to 
commission a business plan, 
to maximise its ability to at¬ 
tain a long-term future.

Fresh inquest into 
the death of soldier 


THE family of a young Army recruit from 
from Llanymynech, near Oswestry, who died 
at Deepcut barracks have won permission to 
apply for a fresh inquest into her death. 

Attorney General Dominic Grieve QC has granted 
Private Cheryl James’ family consent to apply to the 
High Court for a new investigation, nearly a decade 


after it happened. 

Pte James, 18, who grew 
up in Llangollen, near 
Oswestry, was undergoing 
initial training at Deepcut 
Barracks when she was 
found with gunshot wounds 
in November 1995. 

She was one of four young 
soldiers who died at the 
barracks in Surrey between 
1995 and 2002, sparking 
allegations of bullying and 
abuse. An inquest into her 
death recorded an open ver¬ 
dict. 

Her parents, Des and 
Doreen James, from Llany¬ 
mynech, backed by Human 
Rights campaign group 
Liberty, called for a fresh 
inquest, lodging an applica¬ 
tion with the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral for consent to apply to 
the High Court. 

And this week a spokes¬ 
man for Mr Grieve said he 
had granted his consent. 

Mr James said: “We’re re¬ 
lieved and delighted by the 
Attorney General’s decision.

“Cheryl had her whole

Des for a long time and have 
worked with him on this. 
We met with the Ministry of 
Defence over this and I am 
relieved for them.

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As the dust settles on Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne’s Budget 
I’m sure we have all been reflect¬ 
ing on what it means for us. 

The most obvious conclusion 
is that it was a Budget aimed at 
winning popularity and votes in 
the build up to the next election 
with the promise that next year’s 
Budget will be even better. 

Politics, and a lot of politi¬ 
cians, tend to bore me - normally 
a great cure for my insomnia. But 
this Budget has really caught my 
attention and looks like being a 
first step towards the Conserva¬ 
tives becoming a realistic option 
in the next round of voting. 

We’ve all felt the pain as this 
Government has been wrestling 
with the task of rebalancing the 
economy and if you believe what 
we are being told things are get¬ 
ting better. Though I doubt many 
of us are feeling a difference in 
our pockets yet. 

But this Budget did contain 
one real gem for those of us 
old enough to be considering 
what to do with our pension 
pots. Granting us the decision to 
choose how we spend our hard 
earned pension funds instead 
of having to rely on an annuity 
was one of the bravest decisions 
made by any Government for 
decades. 

Low interest rates ensure that 
buying an annuity, as we are 
currently forced to do, means 
receiving far less than we had 
always believed we would get. 
Now we will have the freedom to 
do what we like with “our” mon¬ 
ey. 

And yes, there is a danger that 
some may go out and spend 
the lot and look to the State for 
handouts. But for the majority of 
millions of people this is a great 
opportunity to reinvest their 
money wisely with the freedom 
to spend retirement saving as 
and when they choose. 

But Mr Osborne fooled no-one 
with his Ip off a pint offering or 
his “making Bingo cheaper” gim¬ 
mick. We need a lot more than 
that to regain confidence. 

And party chairman Grant 
Shapps dropped the biggest 
brick of all with a patronising 
tweet of a picture that said: “Bin- 
go. Cutting the Bingo tax and 
beer duty: To help hardworking 
people do more of the things 
they enjoy.” 

If this Government is serious 
about winning the 2015 election 
it must really tackle the NHS cri¬ 
sis. Giving GPs contracts that 
mean no out-of-hours care for 
families has caused absolute 
chaos for hospital accident and 
emergency units. The decision 
will go down in history as the first 
nail in the coffin of the NHS. 

It really is time for these con¬ 
tracts to be torn to shreds. Let’s 
have more doctors on the ground 
and less chaos in the critical are¬ 
as of our vital hospitals.

Could county backdrops 
rival those of Hollywood? 


An MR has launched a bid 
to promote Shropshire as an 
A-list venue for film makers. 
Carl Jones investigates 

LIGHTS ... camera ... action .. 
. MP Mark Pritchard is topping 
the bill of a new blockbuster 
campaign to turn Shropshire 
into the Hollywood of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom. 

The Wrekin MP has requested a 
debate in the House of Commons in 
the hope of establishing the county 
as an A-list movie location. 

Mr Pritchard said he believed the Gov¬ 
ernment should be promoting the county 
as a jewel in the movie-making crown. 

“Absolution, Atonement, The Pickwick 
Papers, A Christmas Carol and Clockwise 
were all films made in Shropshire,” he 
told MPs. 

“Could we have a debate on making 
Shropshire the pre-eminent and premier 
- if you’ll forgive the pun - film location in 
England for British film-makers, Ameri¬ 
can film-makers, international film-mak¬ 
ers? That would be good for Shropshire 
businesses and for tourism. 

Heritage 

“We have a beautiful rural landscape, 
historical places and points of heritage, 
and I want Shropshire to play its part in 
the UK film industry and the promotion 
of the UK.” 

Mr Pritchard views are echoed by up 
and coming director Jon Stanford, from 
Church Preen, who returned to his roots 
last year for his debut film, romantic 
drama Long Forgotten Fields, starring 
Game of Thrones actor Simon Arm¬ 
strong. 

He said film makers would get a warm 
welcome, adding: “The support we had

from local people was fantastic. When¬ 
ever we’ve asked people for their help, 
there was a real can-do attitude.” 

Several big box-office successes have 
been shot in Shropshire, involving stars 
such as Keira Knightley, Gillian Ander¬ 
son, Hugh Grant, John Cleese, Jennifer 
Jones and David Niven. 

One of the first big productions was 
the 1949 drama Gone To Earth. Os¬ 
car-winning actress Jennifer Jones 
filmed in the shadow of Ludlow Castle 
and around Much Wenlock, while sets 
were also built inside a hangar at RAF 
Shawbury. 

David Niven filmed Disney adven¬ 
ture Candleshoe on the Severn Valley 
Railway in 1976, one of many movies 
shot on the Bridgnorth line - others in¬ 


clude Robert Powell in The Thirty-Nine 
Steps, Sherlock Holmes film A Game of 
Shadows, and The Chronicles of Nar¬ 
nia. 

Hugh Grant also shot 1995 comedy 
The Englishman Who Went Up A Hill 
But Came Down A Mountain at the 
railway’s Hampton Loade station. 

And do you remember the day when 
a row of three red telephone boxes mys¬ 
teriously appeared outside the Raven 
Hotel in Much Wenlock - then vanished 
a few days later? That was in 1985, 
when John Cleese came to town to film 
scenes for his crackpot comedy Clock¬ 
wise. 

The truth was out there in 2007 . . . 
alongside X Files star Gillian Anderson 
who took cover in the Wyre Forest, near 


Cleobury Mortimer, with Danny Dyer 
for gritty revenge thriller Straightheads, 
which also used Mawley Hall. 

And some of Britain’s best known 
actors including Kathy Bates, Rupert 
Everett and the late Richard Briers de¬ 
scended on Ludlow in 2000 for comedy 
drama Unconditional Love. 

The most recent high-profile produc¬ 
tion to base itself in Shropshire was Os¬ 
car-winning drama Atonement, where 
Stokesay Court near Craven Arms 
played host to Keira Knightley, James 
McAvoy and Saiorse Ronan. 

Commons Leader Andrew Lansley 
gave Mr Pritchard’s request a cautious 
response, saying: “Forgive me if I 
wasn’t as knowledgeable in relation to 
the relationship of the film industry to

THERE is no action that this 
government can take that will 
more dramatically help grow the 
rural economy than to ensure 
that broadband reaches every 
corner of the country.

In the last three months 
of 2013 we managed to triple the 
amount of homes connected to 
superfast broadband to 273,731. 
The number of homes and prem¬ 
ises gaining access is 10,000 
per week. This should rise to 
40,000 per week by the summer. 

Through these investments in 
broadband we have managed to 
overtake many of our neighbours 
in Western Europe and have bet¬ 
ter broadband provision than 
Italy, Germany and Spain. Our 
superfast broadband is more 
than double that of the French. 
By 2017 we should have 95 per 
cent of the country connected. 

There are still real difficulties 
with reaching remote parts of 
England. I was therefore pleased 
that we were able to announce 
a further £250 million in fund¬ 
ing with a £12 million allocation 
forShropshire. This needs to be 
matched locally and I will be dis¬ 
cussing with Shropshire Council 
how this will be achieved.

CAN MY LATE FATHER’S UNUSED IHT THRESHOLD BE TRANSFERRED TO MY LATE MOTHER’S ESTATE? 

Q: My father died four years ago. As he left everything to my mother there was no Inheritance Tax liability. My mother died last year and I am ready 
to apply for probate. Is it correct that my father’s unused IHT threshold can be transferred to increase my mother’s IHT threshold? If so, is there a limit 
to the time span between the two deaths that could affect such a transfer? 

A: Married couples and registered civil partners are allowed to pass assets to each other during their lifetime or when they die, without having to pay 
Inheritance Tax (IHT). This is known as spouse or civil partner exemption. 

There is no limit to how much can be passed on in this way, provided the person receiving the assets is a permanent UK resident. On death, the first 
spouse’s unused threshold can then be transferred to increase the IHT threshold of the second spouse or partner when they die, taking the total 
threshold to £650,000. This applies even if the second spouse has remarried and irrespective of time span between the two deaths (if they were 
after 1975). 

To transfer the unused threshold you as representatives of the second deceased, or the executors of their will, must within two years of the date of 
the death of the second spouse claim the unused Nil Rate Band in a prescribed form from HMRC. 

There are many rules concerning claiming the unused Nil Rate Band of the first person’s estate, which need to be correctly followed to enable it to be 
claimed. I would suggest that you seek help from a solicitor as this can be quite a complex issue.

I noted the farming adviser 
was imploring farmers to 
sell land to developers. 

And then the Star seemed 
to be full of reports of pro¬ 
posed developments, 250 
houses here and there. 

It seems to me what¬ 
ever targets have been 
determined for housing re¬ 
quirements over the next 
20 years, these developers 
appear intent on satisfy¬ 
ing that quota within 12 
months, so they can come 
back and ask for more, sim¬ 
ply to maintain the econom¬ 
ics of the building industry. 

I am puzzled by the per¬ 
ceived demand. So is it 
simply a money thing? But 
whatever, we cannot sus¬ 
tain taking farming land 
and covering it with bricks 
and mortar, because we will 
become more and more de¬ 
pendent on imported food. 

Continued development 
adds increasing strain on 
facilities. Roads, schools, 
water, police, fire, health¬ 
care, all of which we are se¬ 
riously under invested. 

In theory more houses 
means more local money for 
spending on these services, 
but me being a sceptic, sees 
it as about a few people 
making money at the ex¬ 
pense of others. 

That expense is not nec¬ 
essarily monetary. It seems 
acceptable to block views of 
the countryside, and if you 
look around Shrewsbury, 
that is exactly what will be 
happening. In Church Stret- 
ton the current building be¬ 
tween the bypass and the 
town is out of keeping.

needed 

I am writing following the 
recent news that a test has 
been developed which could 
be used to detect the early 
symptoms of Alzheimer’s 
disease, and could distin¬ 
guish whether a healthy 
person is likely to develop 
the disease within the next 
three years. 

The test is certainly a 
fantastic breakthrough for 
Alzheimer’s research, and 
could ultimately lead to the 
development of a treatment 
to halt or slow down the ef¬ 
fects of the disease. 

But I believe in order for 
the test to have any effect, 
a treatment needs to be de¬ 
veloped sooner rather than 
later. 

Without the appropriate 
medicine or treatments in 
place at the current time, 
the test could prove dis¬ 
tressing for those who are 
told they can, may or will 
develop the disease. 

It’s also worth bearing 
in mind the five-year study 
was an analysis of 525 peo¬ 
ple over the age of 70 and, 
before the test can be rolled 
out in clinical practice, there 
is an absolute need for a test 
on a wider scale. 

If the test is offered to the 
general public, individuals 
need to be given the choice 
about whether they want 
to know, and fully under¬ 
stand the implications of a 
test which could predict the 
disease.

Masonry bees on the way 
back to our countryside 


BEES are to be reintroduced to the British 
countryside thanks to a partnership between 
an Oswestry college, the Ministry of Defence 
and the Church of England. 

Thousands of bees will be placed in hives in 
churchyards and military bases as part of the project 
being led by researchers in our county 


Working alongside Wal- 
ford and North Shropshire 
College and Harper Adams, 
Viv Marsh, from Walford 
Heath near Baschurch, is 
hoping to restock wild Ma¬ 
sonry bees back into the 
county. The bees, which 
Viv has been researching 
for more than 10 years, are 
an indigenous non-sting- 
ing variety. They do not 
make honey, but do help in 
cross-pollinating crops in 
the British countryside. 

The research programme 
is running alongside a cur¬ 
rent Government bee study 
and next year Viv will be 
joined by four post-gradu¬ 
ate students from Harper 
Adams and Bristol Uni¬ 
versity. The research sites 
in 2014 will be at Harper 
Adams University, Pershore 
College of Horticulture and 
Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College. 

Viv, who has been breed¬ 
ing the bees on the runway 
at RAF Shawbury, said:

“Last year, I released and 
bred bees in churchyards in 
the borough of Shrewsbury 
but the work is incomplete 
and it will take a few more 
years to push population 
levels back to where they 
were pre-1939. 

“I have created a research 
group based at Harper 
Adams but also including 
Pershore College of Hor¬ 
ticulture and Walford and 
North Shropshire College 
where bespoke, prescription 
spring wild flower meadows 
will be sown starting this 
summer.” 

A delegate meeting of 
Praise Bee, as Viv has called 
his group, took place under 
the directorship of Professor 
Simon Leather, Professor 
of Entomology at Harper 
Adams. 

Masonry bees have a 
short, five-month life cycle 
and polinate most plants 
more quickly than other 
bees.

Souvenirs wanted for 
Welshpool exhibition

RESIDENTS are being urged to 
lend a museum souvenirs from 
across the world for a new exhi¬ 
bition due to open in Mid Wales. 

Powysland Museum in Welshpool 
will open the exhibition next month 
and wants people from the town to 
show off items they have picked up 
from their travels. 

Eva Bredsdorff, museum curator, said: 
“Powysland Museum in Welshpool was 
opened in a purpose-built venue in Salop 
Road in 1874. The collection consisted of 
items from Montgomeryshire, as well as 
from all over the world, brought together 
by members of The Powysland Club. 

“Although the purpose of The Powys¬ 
land Club, founded in 1867, was to “collect 
and print, for the use of its members, the 
historical, ecclesiastical, genealogical, topo¬ 
graphical and literary remains of Montgom¬ 
eryshire”, the collection also had a large 
number of artefacts from foreign shores. 

“Many of these objects were equivalent 
to today’s souvenirs brought back from 
abroad by modern day tourists. The mu¬ 
seum has a display with some of these 
items which include small bottles with soil 
from religious places, African bead work, a 
small carved wooden shoe, an opium pipe 
and various weapons. Today the museum 
only collects items from, or associated with, 
Montgomeryshire however occasionally an 
object unrelated to the area makes its way 
into the collection as happened in 1990 
when the then County Councillor Colin 
Davies and his wife Gwen donated a small 
piece of the newly demolished Berlin Wall.” 

The show runs from April 10 to May 31 
at the museum at Canal Wharf, Welshpool.

Request 
to council 
for living 
wages 

STAFF at Oswestry Town 
Council have been told 
they could receive a “living 
wage” following a review 
due to take place in the next 
month. 

Town council employ¬ 
ees had hoped councillors 
would agree to pay them at 
least £7.65 per hour - the 
amount needed to meet the 
basic cost of living according 
to the Living Wage Founda¬ 
tion. The current hourly 
minimum wage for over 21s 
is currently £6.31. 

The plea was put to coun¬ 
cillors on Monday night by 
Councillor Duncan Kerr, 
but was rejected by the 
majority of members after 
it was pointed out that pay 
would be looked at in an up¬ 
coming staff review. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, who chaired Monday’s 
finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee meeting, 
said it would make more 
sense to look at pay along¬ 
side other issues affecting 
staff. 

“We are in the middle 
of a review of services and 
staffing, and it may be more 
appropriate to wait for the 
result of that review, be¬ 
cause it could be that things 
change,” he said. 

Councillor Kerr said in his 
motion that it would cost 
the authority £2,500 to en¬ 
sure all its staff took home 
at least the Living Wage.

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Plans for old church to 
cocktail bar and restaurant

PLANS to breathe new life in to a former 19th century church in 
Shropshire could be given the go-ahead next month. 

It comes after conservation experts said the proposal to transform the build¬ 
ing in Oswestry into a new restaurant and cocktail bar were acceptable, if a 
problem over a disabled access is resolved. 

Three flats will also be included in the transformation of the former Presbyterian 
church on Oswald Road. 

The plans would see the overall appear¬ 
ance of the building remain largely unal¬ 
tered with the exception of altering the 
existing window to the front to provide 
wheelchair access. 

Oswestry Town Council has been con¬ 
sulted on the plans have says its support the 
revamp, recommending that disabled access 
is a priority. 

But historic environment officers at 
Shropshire Council have asked for the disa¬ 
bled access plans to be tweaked. Case officer 
Rebecca Jones says in her submissions: “It 
is proposed to install a new door within a 
modified window opening to the front ele¬ 
vation of the property to allow for disabled 
access. This is considered inappropriate and 
will impact on the character and appearance 
of the building losing the proportions and 
symmetry of the facade. “It is recommended 
that an alternative solution is sought for 
disabled access, an alternative route could 
bring the ramp access in using the existing 
ramp and extend the ramp up where the ex¬ 
isting steps are to allow the disabled access 
to use the existing front door.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to make a deci¬ 
sion on the application by April 24. 

Oswestry Muslim Society got permission 
to use the building as a prayer centre last 
year. But the plans were abandoned.

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Top tips for a lawn 
that’s just to die for

LIKE everything else in the 
garden, our lawns are learn¬ 
ing to cope with the ups and 
downs of climate change. 

Our lawns take a real battering as 
a result and we expect them to come 
back year after year. Well, they will. 
We take it for granted. Their ability 
to bounce back is amazing but that 
doesn’t mean they don’t need some 
help because every year it gets that bit 
more difficult. With a little time and 
effort you can have a handsome and 
healthy lawn for your family to enjoy 
which is the envy of all your friends 
and neighbours. 

Here are Green Thumb’s six tips to 
get your lawn off to a flying start. 

1. Clean up. Rake away those dead 
leaves, twigs and branches. The less 
debris on the lawn, the healthier it’ll 
be, not to mention the real benefit 
from increasing its exposure to sun¬ 
light. 

2. Lawns don’t like shade. Take 
a good look at those border plants, 
shrubs and trees - they all have a habit 
of encroaching on the lawn’s space and 
weakening it by denying it light. Then 
get the secateurs out! 

3. Check your mower is up to the 
job - it’s not too late to get it serviced. 
Make sure the blade is sharp and keep 
it that way by buying a spare and 
swapping it over as the season pro¬ 
gresses. Remember to raise the height 
of your first cut to just ‘top’ the grass 
- cutting it too low will put the grass 
into stress and set it back - just when 
you want to encourage it. 

4. The ground starts to warm now

so it’s a good time to repair those bare 
patches that always appear over win¬ 
ter. Carefully rake the patch to create 
a bed, sow the seeds with a little top¬ 
soil and don’t let them dry out. They’ll 
germinate in a few days. Don’t mow 
or feed them until a few weeks have 
passed and they’re well established. 

5. Check out the weeds. If hand-pick¬ 
ing isn’t your thing and you don’t 
fancy buying, storing and handling 
chemicals, get the professionals in. 

6. Look out for sickly-looking

patches. Leatherjackets, the larval 
form of the ‘Daddy Longlegs’ can dev¬ 
astate a lawn in spring as they chomp 
through the roots of the grass. If you 
suspect a problem, get professional 
advice.

Hospital chiefs 
get taste of 
patient meals 

THE county’s hospital chiefs were invit¬ 
ed to taste the food dished out to patients 
as part of a drive to improve nutrition in 
the NHS. 

Trust executives at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital were served a patient meal 
as part of Nutrition and Hydration week. 

Patient representatives also tried the 
food on offer and looked at the numerous 
menus available. 

The trust has come under fire in recent 
weeks after heart attack victim Steve 
Powell took pictures of the unappetising 
meal he received during his stay at the 
RSH this year. 

Staff are now trying to improve stand¬ 
ards and hope to return to more tradi¬ 
tional methods by having ward staff 
serve meals. 


Difference 

Graeme Mitchell, associate director 
for patient quality and experience, be¬ 
lieves meal times need to become more 
personal. He said: “It isn’t just about the 
food, it’s the whole patient experience 
that we’re looking at because it can make 
such a massive difference. 

“Meal times are a real focus point for 
a lot of patients, and we hope to return 
to a system where staff on the ward will 
serve the food. 

“They will know which patient may 
not be feeling so good and so forth and 
that patient may just want a small help¬ 
ing of something, at the moment we 
don’t have the ability to do that.” Nu¬ 
trition and Hydration week is a national 
campaign, and RSH held events through¬ 
out the week including afternoon tea 
and a lunch club. Mr Mitchell said: “We 
haven’t always got things right but this 
is a brilliant way of seeing how we can 
improve things for everyone.”

reveals soldier’s good deed 


Paybook 

THE Great War conjures up imag¬ 
es of soldiers in muddy trenches. 
It is easy to overlook their day- 
to-day life - and that they were 
paid. 

Now the paybook of an Oswestry 
soldier in the conflict gives an insight 
into this aspect and also, incidentally, 
into the heartbreak of a bereaved fam¬ 


ily wanting something tangible to re¬ 
member their fallen son by. 

The paybook has been loaned by John 
Lythe of Whittington, but was among the 
collection of his brother Doug who died 
last September at the age of 89. Doug, 
from Lime Grove in Oswestry, was a great 
collector of material relating to his home 
town and it seems certain that the paybook 
was one of the items he obtained from the 


clearance years ago of a tailor’s shop called 
London House, run by a Mr Jones in Willow 
Street. 

You may recall that John also loaned us a 
picture of this shop from perhaps 100 years 
ago which showed a young person standing 
outside. 

“I think the paybook belongs to E.L. 
Jones who is standing in front of the shop. 
He was Sapper Jones of the Royal Engi¬ 


neers who served from 1916 to 1919. In 
the pocket of the first page and you’ll find 
letters from a family in Machynlleth asking 
for a photo of the hospital cemetery where 
their son was buried. In another letter you 
will see that he sent the family the photos 
and received a thank you letter. 

“It really brings it home to read them and 
understand what a terrible thing it was to 
lose a family member,” said John.

The science behind parenthood

FOR most couples wanting to start 
a family, the whole process comes 
quite naturally. But for the unfortu¬ 
nate few, natural pregnancy is not 
possible - and that is where sci¬ 
ence takes over. 

Jason Kasraie is a consultant embry¬ 
ologist and fertility services manager at 
the Royal Shrewsbury and Princess Roy¬ 
al hospitals. 

Although he describes what he and his team 
do as “relatively straightforward”, it can have 
a huge impact on the lives of their patients. 

“We tend to be the ones that have a lot of pa¬ 
tient contact and we have relatively high levels 
of responsibility,” says Jason. 

“We work in partnership which involves the 
medical team, gynaecology and embryology to 
help patients achieve pregnancy. 

“It is not always IVF that is necessary. 
Sometimes there can be more simple treat¬ 
ments.” 

Those treatments range from artificial in¬ 
semination, which involves directly inserting 
sperm into a woman’s womb, through to IVF, 
where an egg is surgically removed from the 
woman’s ovaries and fertilised with sperm in 
a laboratory. 

“It is a day to day procedure now,” says 
Jason. “It is very special in that we can pro¬ 
duce a baby from it, but the actual process is 
fairly routine.” 

So specialised has the field become that 
sometimes just one sperm is needed . 

Jason says: “There is a procedure called 
intra-cytoplasmic sperm injection, which in¬ 
volves injecting just one sperm into an egg in 
order to fertilise it. 

“There have been a few cases where just one 
sperm and one egg have produced a pregnancy. 
This is particularly helpful when you are deal¬ 
ing with male infertility.” 

About 500 couples a year benefit from fer¬ 


tility treatment in Shropshire. Patients speak 
to medical team and come up with a plan, we 
take them through the process. They won’t 
see an embryologist until they are ready to be 
treated,” Jason explains. 

“A large part of my job is research and de¬ 
velopment. 

“It is a very fast moving field and a lot of my 
work involves us bringing in new techniques 
to help patients. 

“One of the things that motivates me is that 
we are continually trying to improve and de¬ 
velop those processes. If you look at how we 


have improved over the last 20 years, when 
there was about a 15 to 20 per cent success rate 
for each time a couple tried. Now nationally 
it is much higher. In Shropshire for women 
under 35 the success rate is 45 per cent. 

“It is an exciting time for us. Healthcare sci¬ 
ence is moving very quickly. 

“Healthcare training has been established 
for my profession for a couple of decades but 
now other healthcare science professions are 
also developing better career and training 
pathways. 

“About 80 per cent of diagnosis are done 


by healthcare scientists and often the patient 
never sees them. 

“When people talk about the NHS quite 
rightly they talk about doctors and nurses but 
it is important to remember there is a signifi¬ 
cant number of other hard working profession¬ 
als behind the scenes.” 

And Jason knows just how important his 
work is to his patients, and how much it really 
matters. 

“People underestimate the drive to have 
children,” he says. 

“Only one in six couples need help but even 


for those that don’t, trying for three to six 
months can be quite stressful. If you multiply 
that by the years that some have tried before 
coming to us, you get some idea of the pres¬ 
sure. 

“We are fulfilling a life need if you look at it 
in purely scientific or Darwinian terms. 

“Funnily enough, none of the couples we 
help complain about sleepless nights when 
they have a baby. Last week we had an event 
where some of the couples brought their babies 
in. It’s good for us to see the end result of our 
work. ”

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All wildlife art begins 
with a love of animals 


AS a small child, I was fascinated 
by spring, that eventual awaken¬ 
ing of the natural world from the 
slumbers (both actual and meta¬ 
phorical) of winter. 

As a slightly larger being I still rev¬ 
el in its beauty and enchantments. If 
I find a badger sett en route during a 
walk, I’ll always peer down the tunnel 
and look for footprints. 

If I hear a cooing wood pigeon or collared 
dove I might, so long as there’s no-one in 
the immediate vicinity, have a go at calling 
the bird closer to me. A day is never the 
same in the natural world and it’s that dy¬ 
namic fluctuation of space and time with 
the things that live in both, that have al¬ 
ways captivated me. 

Enthusiasm 

When anyone says to me ‘you must have 
been born with your artistic talent’, I cringe 
a little and point out that they would cer¬ 
tainly not have said that 10 years ago! But 
I have always been fascinated with the 
natural world, it never left me, and when 
art lessons came along, that’s the subject I 
poured my enthusiasm into. 

This point was rather charmingly en¬ 
forced a few weeks ago when I led an art 
workshop at Hope C E Primary School, not 
far from Minsterley. 

I was drawn to Hope straight away. 
When trying to find it on a map (it’s not 
that easy!) I was happy to find it ensconced 
in the middle of a variety of different cop¬ 
pices... truly out in the sticks. 

In the workshops I do, I usually find that

those students, child and adult alike, that 
benefit from my teachings the most are 
those that have that same innate appreci¬ 
ation and wonder for the animals we are 
attempting to draw or paint. If you’re in¬ 
terested in the feathery hairs of a dog’s ear, 
you firstly know that they exist and how 
they should look...then all I need to do is 
tell you how they can be painted. 

Likewise I was always finding and pick¬ 
ing up the unfortunate corpses of shrews, 
frogs and garden birds from the roadside 
(and don’t even get me started on owl 
pellets!) and henceforth I knew how they 
should look, inside and out if and when I 
came to draw them. 

The students at Hope thankfully were 
‘into wildlife’. One of them had even 
painted her favourite bird, the Starling, 
and brought it in to show me before the 
day began. In the session we spent almost 
as much time talking about mammals and 
birds as we did drawing them. 

Wildlife art is often criticised by ‘art ex¬ 
perts’ as rather amateurish and of little 
importance but the first images of art an¬ 
ywhere on the planet were of wildlife and 
since then it has been inextricably linked to 
scientific study and now, conservation, this 
art form is probably the most important to 
the planet. Ben’s wildlife art can be seen in 
Callaghan’s Fine Paintings, Shrewsbury.

THE new Lexus IS300h is not 
just a luxury car, it’s also one of 
the safest cars on the road, hav¬ 
ing been declared the best in its 
class for safety by Euro NCAP. 

The amazing hybrid saloon has 
achieved the highest ratings in the 
“large family” category in NCAP’s 
2013 safety performance testing pro¬ 
gramme, achieving the top overall 
five-star rating. 

The IS 300h excelled in each area of test¬ 
ing, including adult occupant safety, child 
occupant safety, pedestrian protection 
and safety assist features. 

The hybrid version of the Lexus IS is 
cheaper to run than diesel rivals, thanks 
to its low C02 emissions with its 2.5-litre 



full hybrid powertrain posting emissions 
of just 99g/km. The penalty you pay is an 
annoying drone when you apply the pedal 
because of flat performance at low revs. 

The sub-1 OOg/km C02 figure is achieved 
by the IS 300h SE model, fitted with 16- 
inch wheels, which means no annual road 
tax charge. 

Cleaner performance is delivered by the 
other hybrid versions in the line-up too, 
both delivering emissions below 1 lOg/km 
and qualifying for a zero charge in the first 
year of ownership. 

To make the system work Lexus has pro¬ 
duced a 141 bhp/105kW electric motor and 
a newly developed 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
Atkinson cycle petrol engine that produces 
a maximum 178bhp/133kW. 

For the techies that means the engine 
benefits from a new D-4S fuel injection 
system, Dual WT-i intelligent variable valve 
timing and a high-efficiency exhaust gas 
recirculation system. 

The rear wheels are driven through the 
hybrid powertrain’s E-CVT transmission. 
Total system output is 220bhp/164kW, en¬ 
abling nought to 62mph acceleration in 8.3 
seconds and a 125mph top speed. 

And the driver can modify the car’s per¬ 
formance by selecting from three different 
drive modes: EV all-electric running, with 
the petrol engine switched off; Eco, for op¬ 
timum fuel efficiency; Normal, and Sport, 
for sharper throttle response and a sportier 
steering setting. 

The new IS range includes an F Sport 
model, which comes with sports-tuned 
suspension and electric power steering, 
as well as dedicated exterior and interior 
design features that distinguish it from the 
other models in the range.

The car lacks the strong mid-range 
torque of turbocharged four-cylinder petrol 
units and diesels, so you need plenty of 
weight on the accelerator. 

An automatic gearbox is standard and 
you will have no problems with the accu¬ 
rate steering, even if some rivals might of¬ 
fer a bit more precision. 

The hybrid runs virtually silently on 
electric-only power, which I always find a 
little unsettling, and there is very little wind 
noise to help give that feeling of luxury. 

You won’t be stopping off at many petrol 
stations because the IS300h SE will give 
you 65mpg on the combined cycle. 

Seating and comfort is as near to perfect 
as it gets. If you can’t find a comfortable 
position well quite frankly it’s you’re fault. 


There’s ample room for five with space to 
stretch out in both front and back. There’s 
also ample boot space. 

My one big complaint was the complex¬ 
ity of the car’s infotainment set-up. It took 
a week behind the wheel to finally come to 
terms with exactly where everything was. 

I would have expected to have to pay 
more for this car. Starting prices are at 
£26,495 with the range topping IS300h 
Premier coming in at £38,495. Those are 
competitive figures in this luxury sector. 

Low emissions combined with exciting 
performance remain the challenge for the 
motor industry. Some companies go for 
one or the other. Lexus have managed to 
combine both and the IS300h is well worth 
a look when selecting from this sector.

LLANRHAEADR have been 
thrown out of the Central 
Wales Cup for fielding an 
ineligible player in their 
4-0 third round win against 
Montgomery. 

Confusion over the con¬ 
ference date for signing 
players meant that forward 
Nathan Prodger appeared 
for the villagers in the third 
round tie to contravene 
competition rules, and Mon¬ 
ty have since lodged a pro¬ 
test. 

The case went before 
the Central Wales FA, with 
Monty now going through 
to entertain Aberystwyth 
University in the fourth 
round.
